If you live south of Central Nebraska and Central 
lowa, you can plant anything listed in this catalog 
during the fall. 


If you live north of that line, it is safe to plant 
perennial flowers, tulips, lilies and evergreens 
during the fall season, and in the normal planting — 
manner. But with roses, shrubs, shade trees and 
windbreaks do this: 


Dig a trench out in the open, loosen the stock 
up in the bundle, lay it on its side in the trench 
and’ then cover it with at least 6 or 8 inches of 
moist earth. Bury roots, tops-and all, and cover 


‘them completely. Your stock Will store perfectly 


in this manner and the advantage is that you 
have your stock for planting at the earliest 
possible date next spring. If our weather con- 
dition is such at Yankton next spring ‘that we 
can’t make shipments early, you are safe because 
you have your stock already there for digging 
out, and planting the very first thing when the 
frost goes out of the ground. And it is this early 
planting that is best. 


Summing up, you can safely order anything in 
this catalog regardless of where you live, but 


handle the stock as described above for the loca- 
tion you live in. If you have any questions at 
any time, please write us.
